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Internal Revenue Collector Warns 
That Time for Payment Is From 
January 1 to March 15.

Collector of Internal Revenue John 
P. McLaughlin is calling the attention 
of taxpayers in the First district of 
California to the fact that the time is 
approaching for the income tax filing 
period which begins January 1 and 
ends March 15, 1922. The collector! 
advises the taxpayers to lose no time 
in the compilation of their accounts 
for the year 1921. A new and import¬ 
ant provision of the revenue act of 
1921 is that every person whose gross! 
income for 1921 was $5,000 or more, 
shall file a return regardless of the 
amount of the net income upon which 
the tax is assessed. Returns are re¬ 
quired of every single person whose 
net income was $1,000 or more, and! 
every married person living with hus-' 
band or wife whose net income was 
$2,000 or more; widows and widowers, 
and persons separated or divorced, are 
regarded as single persons. 

Net income is gross income less cer¬ 
tain deductions for business expenses 
: —losses, taxes, etc. Gross income in¬ 
cludes practically all income received 
by the taxpayer during the year. In 
1 the case of the wage earner, salaries, 
wages, bonuses and commissions; in 
the case of the professional man all 
amounts received for professional ser-
